15- 16 wherein applicant recites "...antialiasing means for antialiasing only the extracted data..." , examiner notices only descriptions of 
portions of the prior art made of the reference used for rejection without pointing out where the differences are or how they are different. 
As per applicant arguments on page 16, applicant addresses the antialiasing means as well as overwriting means. It is therefore not made 
clear what applicant is arguing. Applicant further argues on page 16 "Noi does not disclose or suggest that the integration/ selection 
circuit overwrites by using one of the sub pixel mask sets to replace another sub pixel mask set". In response to said arguments and as to 
the broadest reasonable interpretation by examiner broadly considers said integration/ selection of plurality of color data into a single color 
data and mask set as corresponding to "overwriting" which applicant claims. 
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
